SAID TO HAVE SUNK 100 SHIPS 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 19.—In recogni- 
tion of his sinking of 100 vessels of the 
entente allies, Captain-Lieutenant Wal- 
ter Forstmann, commander of a German 
submarine, has been given the Order of 
Pour le Marite by the German Emperor, 
says a Berlin dispatch received here. 

The ships sunk by him, including war 
vessels, aggregated 260,000 tons and their 
total value is estimated at £30,000,000 
sterling ($150,000,000), the dispatch adds.

Acting Gov. Painter Holds Up 
Commission of C. C. Butler to 
Succeed Police Board Head. 


PROTEST BY DEMOCRATS 


Rumsey Introduced Butler Sev- 
eral Days Ago as “Next 
Police Commissisoner.”’ 


Samuel B. McPheeters, ignoring act- 
ing Gov. Painter’s demand for his res- 
ignation, \-s still ‘‘on the job’ today 
as president of the St. Louis Police 
Board. 

Though Painter yesterday announced 
that he would appoint C. C. Butler, 
manager of the American Hotel, as Mc- 
Pheeters’ successor, Butler’s commis- 
sion has not been made out. Before 
departing from Jefferson City for 
Brunswick last night, Painter instruct- 
ed N. E. Williams, the Governor’s sec- 
retary, to hold up Butler’s commission 
at least until Monday. This action fol- 
lowed the receipt by Painter of many 
messages from St. Louis from Demo- 
crats, who objected to McPheeters’ dis- 
missal and Butler’s appointment. 

Objection to Butler. 

It was urged that in St. Louis Butler, 
whenever active in politics, had been 
most friendly to Republican political 
leaders and that he was a Colonel on 
the staff of former Gov. Hadley, a Re- 
publican. The State Blue Book lists 
Butler as a Democrat. 

Although Painter had made a perempt- 
ory demand for McPheeters’ resignatior. 
by noon yesterday, McPheeters presided 
at the afternoon's meeting of the Police. 
Board. Earlier in the day he had sent a 
telegram to Painter in whten he "S814 
he would not obey the command to re- 
sign and suggested that the proper pro- 
ceeding would be for Painter to attempt 
to remove him “‘in a legal manner.’’ To- 
day McPheeters was still “standing pat’ 
and said he would not send in his resig- 
nation to Painter. 

Attorney-General Gives Opinion. 

McPheeters has been discharged and 
his removal from office is not a matter 
that will concern Lieutenant-Governor 
Painter, according to the opinion of At- 
torney-General Barker, give nto a Post- 


os 


day. 

“The man who receives a commission 
as McPheeters’ successor will be the 
one on whom will devolve the responsi- 
bility of taking charge of the office,’’ 
he said. 

“A parallel case is that of Frank F. 
Rozelle of Kansas City who was re- 
moved in 1906 by Gov. Folk. Rozzelle re- 
fused to resign but his discharge by 
the Governor ended the matter. He 
found that he had no recourse what- 
ever. If C. C. Butler is commissioned 18 
McPheeters’ successor, then it will be 
up to Mr. Butler to assume charge of 
the affairs that devolve upon the office 
he has accepted.”’ 

It seems to be the general impression 
among informed politicians that Paint. 
er acted under direct instructions from 
Gov. Major in demanding McPheeters’ 
resignation. 

A prominent St. Louls insurance man 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he met Excise Commissioner Rum- 
sey and C. C. Butler, last Monday, and 
that at that time Rumsey introducei 
Butler to him as ‘‘the next Police Com- 
missioner of St. Louis.’"”’ Rumsey was 
then making a flying visit to St. Louis 
from the northern resort, where he and

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MILK STRIKE 10 
- BE ARBITRATED, 
GRAFEMIAN SAYS 


Dairyman Is Confident Deliv- 
eries Will Be Resumed 
Tomorrow. 


MEETS WITH OWNERS 


They Insist That There Be Five 
Arbiters Instead of 
One. 


William Grafeman, president of the 
Grafeman Dairy Co., leaving a meeting 
of the employers of the striking milk 
wagon drivers at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, said that he was confident the 
strike would be called off during th§ 


afternoon and that milk deliveries Would 
be made tomorrow morning just as they 
were before the strike. 

Grafeman yesterday reached a par- 
tia' agreement with the drivers that the 
question of wage scale.and. recognition 
of the union should be submitted to one 
arbiter, whose decision would be accept- 
ed by both sides. 

Grafeman took this proposal to the 
other dairy owners this morning. He 
announced after the conference that 
the others agreed to submit to arbitra- 
tion and to abandon their stand against 
dealing with the drivers collectively. 

Owners Want Fiwe Arbiters. 

The owners objected to a single ar- 
biter and insisted that there should be 
five, two selected by the drivers, two by 
the owners and the fifth by the four 
others. Grafeman will submit this pro- 
position to the drivers during the day. 

He said he was confident the drivers 
‘would “Agree to this proposition, arid 
that pending a decision of the arbiters 
the strike would be called off. 

Grafeman refused to discuss in detail 
the questions of wage scale and union 
recognition. He said he could have 
settled the strike as far as his own dairy 
was concerned yesterday, but that he 
did not do so because he desired to 
settle the whole controversy. 

T. F. Barr, business agent of the 
Milk Drivers’ Union, said that if the 
proposition submitted by Grafeman 
is the same as the one agreed upon 
yesterday, the drivers would go back 
to work. He said the drivers would 
offer no objection to five arbiters 
instead of one. 

There appeared to be a difference 
between Barr and Grafeman as to 
the exact agreement. Grafeman said 
the question of recognition of the 
union would be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. Barr said the union would not 
arbitrate this question, and would 
not consider withdrawing from its 
stand of demanding recognition. 

The State Board of Mediation yester- 
day issued subpenas for officials of the 
Pevely, Grafeman, St, Louis and Union 
dairies to appear before the board today 
at the Laclede Hotel. The subpenas 
were given to Sheriff Dickman for serv- 
ice. Attorney Jesse McDonald, who rep- 
resents the dairies, contends the board 
cannot enforce the attendance of wit- 
nesses. He said the dairies would 
ignore the subpenas. 

Attorney-General to Assist. 

Secretary Childers of the board con- 
ferred with Attorney-General Barker by 
telephone. He said he believed the 
board had power .o punish persons who 
failed to obey the subpenas and that the 
Attorney-General would send an assist- 
ant to St. Louis to assist the board. 

There were no developments in the 
threatened strike of teamsters in sym- 
pathy with the dairy drivers. Yester- 
day ice company customers were noti- 
fied by ice wagon drivers that if they 
wished ice deliveries they would have to 
buy their milk from dairies which were 
on the fair list. 


Two Strikers Arrested for 
whipping Milk Driver. 

John Rohrback of 3732 Salina street, a 
striking milk driver, was arrested early 
this morning at Twentieth and Pine 
Streets, charged with disturbing the 
peace. He says he was merely picket- 
ing. 

J. C. Distler complained to the police 
that when he drove up to his place of 
business at 3637 Easton avenue yester- 
Gay afternoon with milk, two men 
Jumped into the wagon and threw 14 
bottles to the sidewalk, smashing them. 

William Wainwright of 2714 Franklin 
avenue and William True of 22356 Dickson 
street, strikers, were arrested this morn- 
ing at Twenty-second and Piné streets 
for horsewhipping Joseph Walling of 
1520 Palm street, an employe of the 
Union Dairy Co.

UNION WAITERS. 
REFUSE TO SERV 
HUGHES LUNCHEON 


Question of Open Shop in San 
Francisco Restaurants Causes 
Trouble at Club. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—Union 
waiters refused today to serve a lunch- 
eon given to Charles E. Hughes, at the 
San Francisco Commercial Club because 
the club exhibits in its window an open- 
shop card as part of a fight being made 
here by the Chamber of Commerce upon 
the closed shop. For the Hughes lunch- 
eon a request was sent by the manage- 
ment to the waiters’ union asking for 65 
waiters, after the union officials had 
protested to Francis V. Keesling, chair- 
man of the Republican State Central 
Committee, against dining the candidate 
in an open-shop club. 

The Pacific Coast Waiters’ Asso- 
elation backed up the action of the 
local waiters and pickets were sent 
to the Commercial Club entrance to 
warn union waiters away. Culinary 
workers struck several weeks ago 
for shorter hours and the Restau- 
rant Men's Association immediatcly 
declared an open shop regime. 

One of the large downtown open-shop 
cafes locked its doors during the lunch 
hour and sent its entire crew to the re- 
lief of the Hughes’ luncheon. 


THREATENED STRIKE OF 3,000 
COAL MINERS IS AVERTED 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 19.—The 
threatened strike of the 35,000 coal min- 
ers of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma has been averted.

GEN. FUNSTON SAID 
10 HAVE URGED 
U. 9. WITHDRAWAL 


War Department Believed to Be 
Considering Taking All Troops 
Out of Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—While Secre- 
tary Baker and other War Department 
officials refuse to confirm or deny re- 
ports that Major-General Funston has 
recommended immediate withdrawal of 
Gen. Pershing’s expedition from Mexi- 
co, there were indications today that 
such a message had been received. 

Major-General Bliss, assistant chief of 
staff, who returned yesterday from the 
border, conferred several days with 
Gen. Funston and also went to Gen. 
Pershing’s lines in Mexico. Secretary 
Baker conferred with Gen. Bliss yes- 
terday and later saw President Wilson. 

Gen. Bliss is prepiring a report on the 
mobilization of the national guard and 
it is considered possible he may have 
joined Gen. Funston in urging that the 
troops be withdrawn from Mexico as 
the concensus of military opinion ap- 
pears to be that they are serving no 
useful purpose as at present disposed. 

Withdrawal of the troops is the first 
subject to be taken up by the {oint in- 
ternational commission. 


Funston Will Not Deny He Recom- 
mended Withdrawal of Troops. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 19.—Gen. 
Funston today continued to refuse to 
discuss the report that he had recom- 
mended to the War Department the 
withdrawal of the American troops in 
Mexico, but he would not deny it. 

“If the administration and War De- 
partment want to talk about the mat- 
ter, that’s their business,"’ he said. “But 
it's not for an Insignificant person like 
me to say anything."’ 


PREMIER’S CONVERSION AIDS 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN ENGLAND 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—The present 
week brought within the range of 
practical politics a reform which 
many of its advocates had feared the 
war would postpone, perhaps, for a 
generation—the right of women to 
vote.

After an hour’s conference with the 
President the 33 railroad presidents left 
the White House without giving any in- 
dication that they had abandoned thoir 
stand for arbitration, but with assur- 
ances that the negotiations were not 
ended. 

The railroad executives gave no final 
answer to the President's proposal, but 
will deliberate on them today and see 
President Wilson again probably Mon- 
day. 

One Hope for Concessions. 

One ray of hope that the President's 
statement might induce the railroad 
managers to make concessions stood out 
in a suggestion that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission might determine 
whether it would be right to increase 
freight rates to meet the added compen- 
sation to employes. 

The railroad presidents indicated they 
would make a statement soon. All said | 
that the question was not closed and 
that the negotiat’ons would be continued. 
President Holden of the Burlington, 
spokesman for the officials, said no 
time had been set for them to see Presi- 
dent Wilson again, but that it was nec- 
essary to confer with the committee 
of managers, which has the authority to 
accept or reject plans. 

Several of the executives indicated 
disappointment over President Wilson's 
statement, but showed particular inter- 
est in his mention of the possibility of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
considering an increase in freight rates. 

In his talk to the executives today, 
President Wilson tol4 them they were 
facing a condition. not a principle. He 
asked why they should demand arbi- 
tration when there was no law for com- 
pulsory arbitration and he knew it to 
be impossible to get 4 compulsory ar- 
bitration law through Congress. The 
employes, he recalled, had consistently 
refused arbitration and he believed it 
was impossible to gain it In the present 
controversy. 

“T have been asked to sit as a judge.” 
said the President in substance. “I can- 
not do that. I simply can suggest a 
plan, a way in which I believe this 
question can be settled fairly to all 
sides.”"

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The Stampalia 
has accommodations for about 1700 pas- 
sengers. On her recent voyages from 
Italy to New York, passenger traffic has 
been light and the agents in New York 
cf the line said today she probably had 


@ comparatively small number of pas- 
gpengers. Her crew numbers about 170. 

The New York agents for the Stam- 
palia said today that t\». weeks ago 
they had received a cable message ad- 
vising them that all sailings of the 
steamship had been cancelled. They ex- 
press the opinion, on this account, that 
the Stainpalia might have been requi- 
sitioned and was in the service of the 
Italian Government. In this case she 
would have no passengers on board. 

The Stampalia first appeared in New 
York as an armed steamer in February 
last, arriving from Genoa, with two 
three-inch rapid fire guns mounted on 
her after deck house. Washington was 
notified and on being informed that the 
guns were to be used for defensive pur- 
poses only instructed the Collector of 
the port of New York to grant clearance 
papers. 

On arriving at New York March %, the 
Stampalia reported a wireless warning 
had been received soon after leaving 
Genoa that a submarine was lying in 
wait for her off Sardinia.

that there had been loss of life at Rock- 
port, on the coast in the tropical storm 
that swept through the Yucatan Chan- 
nel.

the causeway. These Iinemen had 
strung a temporary wire from Cinton 
and at noon were proceeding across the 
bay in a boat, attaching the wire to 
rafts and floating wreckage, They ex- 
pected to get into —— Christi this 
afternoon. 


HAVOC WROUGHT 
IN TEXAS CAMPS 


and Some of the Militiamen 
Are Injured. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 19.—The 
West Indian hurricane passed through 
Brownsville 
and with no fatalities, according to 
a wireless report to Furt Sam Hous- 
ton here today. The troops were re- 
ported busy reconstructing their 
camps, which suffered heavily in the 
terrific gale. The LI:linols camps 
around Brownsville suffered - the 
most, due to the fact that the guards- 
men had frame tents. 

There were a few casualties. At 
Llano Grande, a Minnesota Guards- 
man suffered a broken arm.

ment band collapsed with four men 
in it and one was slightly injured.

This was true also of the 
New York militiamen at McAllen, al- 
though, according to a land wire mes- 
sage from Harligan, the New Yorkers 
lost more than half of their tents. 
Brownsville still was without telegraph 
and telephone communication at noon. 
Trains in that section are reported from 
12 to 18 hours late. 

The only loss of life so far reported was 
in the sinking in the Gulf of Mexico 
of the small steamer Pilot Boy, plying 
between Galveston and Corpus Christi. 
The vessel carried a crew of 13, only 
three of whom have as yet been re- 
ported saved. These three were washed 
ashore alive at Port Aransas, Tex. 

The last telegraph wire into Corpus 
Christi failed at 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and the last telephone line 
went out shortly before 7 o’clock last 
night. Last reports from Corpus Christi 
placed the velocity of the wind at 70 
miles an hour, and it was said the storm 
was expected to increase in intensity un- 
til midnight, when the crest would be 
reached. Nothing later has been heard. 

Last reports from Corpus Christi said 
the storm had carried almost every- 
thing movable before it, leaving in its 
wake dozens of demolished summer cot- 
tages and thousands of dollars’ damage 
to the business section. Many small 
craft in Corpus Christi bay were thrown 
high on the beach, it was said. Rail- 
road property, however, was said to 
have not been greatly damaged and re- 
opening of communication by rail at 
least was expected early today. 

The maximum velocity of the wind at 
Galveston was 4 miles an hour, and 
while the tide rose four feet there, no 
damage was done. 

Gov. Dunne of Illinois, who had been 
inspecting the [Illinois guardsmen’s 
camp in the Brownsville district, left 
Brownsville for his home and apparent- 
ly is marooned on his train somewhere 
between Brownsville and Houston. His 
train left Brownsville yesterday after- 
noon and has not been heard from 
since.

TO HIT, CLARK SAYS 


Speaker Opens Campaign for 
Wilson in Maine in Speech 
at Brunswick. 


BRUNSWICK, Me., Aug. 19.—Speaker 
Champ Clark opened the campaign in 
Maine for the Democrats today in a 
characteristic speech, in which he told 
of the accomplishments of the adminis- 
tration and Congress under the leader- 
ship of President Wilson.

official Overseas News Agency in a 
statement today. The intention, it 
Gays, was apparentiy to embarrass 
relations between the United States 
and Germany and to influence Amer!t- 
can public opinion for the furtherance 
of British designs. 

“The form in which the Marquis of 
Crewe made his statement is char- 
acteristic,” says the news agency. 
“He did not ‘assert, but insinuated, 
which proves that no evidence was 
back of his words. This circumstance, 
however, makes his unspoken purpose 
clear, since he was satisfied with in- 
sinuations. The sugmestion that the 
Germans might have shot at sur- 
vivers in boats is considered espe- 
clally eubtie and is resented as com- 
ing from a nation which protects the 
Raralong and King Stephen murder- 
ers and which decorated the heroine 
of Leos, although she waa guilty of 
murder.”

IN FINAL STAGES — 
UF ENACTMENT 


Passes Senate by Strict Party 
Vote, House Expected to 
Concur in Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The admin- 
istration shipping bill has entered upon 
the final stages of enactment. It passed 
the Senate last night by a strict party 
vote of 38 to 21 and now 
House, 
passed. 

Final action on the bill in the Sen- 
ate came after the adoption of several! 
important amendments and the rejec- 
tion of Senator Borah’s proposal to at- 
tach the immigration bill to the measure 
as a rider. 

The House is expected to concur in 
the amendments, one of which would 
give the President power to retaliate in 
case of foreign dfcrimination against 
American shipping. Another would cut 
the salaries of the proposed Government 
shipping board from $10,000 to $7500. 

The way now is clear in the Senate 
for consideration of the revenue bill and 
possible adjournment of Congress by 
Sept. 1, as a result of the passag@ of 
the shipping measure. Revenue legis- 
lation will be taken up Monday, and 
nay be passed at the end of the week. 

Unanimous Party Support. 

In the last Congress the shipping 
measure precipitated a Democratic re- 
volt and a filibuster which forced pos:- 
ponement of many important biljs. but, 
revised so as to minimize the Govern- 
ment operation feature, the measure 
received yesterday unanimous Demo- 
cratic support. 

The shipping bill provides for cre- 
ation of a Government shipping board 
to acquire and operate ships for re- 
habilitation of the American merchant 
marine and appropriates $50,000,000 for 
that purpose, to be raised by the sale 
of Panama canal bonds. 

An amendment by Senator Fletcher 
would authorize the President to seer

against American shipping through 
diplomatic negotiations and to take re- 
taliatory action if such negotiations 
fail. Another, by Senator Thomas, 
would authorize the Treasury to with 
hold clearance from masters of vessels 
who deliberately refuse to accept 
freight from American citizens without 
satisfactory reasons. 
Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill would create a shipping board 
composed of five commissioners’ ap- 
pointed by the President, the House 
provision making the secretaries of the 
Navy and Commerce ex-officio members 
having been eliminated. 

The board would be authorized, either 
directly or indirectly, through a corpor- 
ation or corporations to be organized, 
to build and purchase, lease or charter 
vessels suitable for use in ocean com- 
merce, 

Limitations upon these powers would 
prohibit the acquisition of any vessel 
at the time engaged in foreign or do- 
mestic commerce of the United States 
unless it is to be withdrawn from such 
commerce by the owner without inten- 
tion to return thereto within a reason- 
able time; the purchase of any vessel 
which is under registry or flag of a 
foreign country engaged in war; or ac- 
quisition of any vessel, which would not 
be available for ocean commerce with- 
out unreasonable alterations. 

The bill further would authorize the 
shipping board to organize one or more 
corporations with a total capital stock 
not exceeding $50,000,000, the Govern- 
ment, through the board, to subscribe 
for a majority of the stock. The cor- 
porations would be empowered to pur- 
chase, construct, equip, lease, charter 
and operate merchant vessels in the 
commerce of the United States. 


Operation Regulations, 

Operation of ships by the Government 
corporations would be limited to a per- 
iod of five years after the close of tie 
European war. Actual Government op- 
eration would be a last resort, not to 
be undertaken ‘“‘unless the board shall 
be unable, after a bona fide effort to 
lease them out.”’ 

A radical change in American mer- 
chant marine policy is provided for in 
a Senate amendment permitting Gov- 
ernment acquired vessels, whether for. 
eign or domestic built, to enter the 
coastwise trade of the United States.

BRIDGEPORT, Aug. 19.—The 
homes and bank accounts of 40 mem- 
bers, of Local No. 110 of the Interna- 
tional Molders’ Union are being attached 
by Deputy Sheriff T. J. Cunningham as 
security against a possible judgment for 
$200,000 against the union and the mem- 
bers of it who have taken a prominent 
part in the recent foundry strike here. 
Every bank in the city has been served 
with notice that it must inform the 


Sheriff's office whether it has money or 
other property belong to the union or 
to its members named in four suits for 
$50,000 each by members of the Bridge- 
port Manufacturers’ Association. 

The Sheriff's office attached a strike 
benefit check for $1000 which had been 
sent from the national headquarters of 
the union in Cincinnati to pay the Sw 
vr more men on strike in eight foun- 
dries.

Check Held Up. 

Yesterday was “strike pay day.” The 
Strikers had gathered in Sokol Hall to 
await the weekly pay, when Patrick E 
Duffy of Brooklyn, general organizer ot 
the American Federation of Labor, wh» 
was in charge of the strike, learned that 
the check had been held up. 

“Boys, the money has been delayed 
a little in coming,”’ Duffy told the strik- 
ers, ‘“‘but you'll get it all right. Come 
back at 2 o’clock.”’ 

Before the men had reassembled Duffy 
borrowed $1000 from sympathizers in 
Bridgeport. 

Hereafter during the strike the money 
will be sent by telegraph from Cincin- 
nati to Duffy. A money order for $330) 
is expected Monday. Duffy informed a 
reporter that the union leaders will ap- 
ply for permits to carry revolvers to 
safeguard the cash, 

In addition, the strike benefit funds 
of the local, amounting to several hun- 
dred dollars, have been tied up by the 
attachments. 

Former Judge Edward K. Nicholson, 
attorney for all four of the complain- 
ants, told a reporter that the purpose 
of the suit was to teach the strikers 
the lesson of. personal responsibility. 

“We are fighting for the principle of 
the open shop and the right of our em- 
ployes to work without molestation from 
the union organizers,’’ Nicholson said. 


“Injunctions against the union are of no 
use. The organizers simply do the same 
thing in another way. 

“If these men are made to realize that 
their own property is at stake when | 
they interfere with men who want to 
work they would be more cautious in the 
future. When it is lonly their union 
that has to pay damages they can af- 
ford to be reckless, but when the ex- 
penses fall on them individually they 
will take things more seriously.” 

Nicholson said that the manufactur- 
ers hope to establish a precedent that 
will be a warning to all strikers in the 
future not to interfere with the men etn- 
ployed to take their places. 

He also admitted that the strikers’ 
situation may be made very much worse 
by the fact that the Sheriff may attach 
their bodies if he fails to find enough 
property to guarantee satisfaction of the 
judgment. 

Has Power of Arrest. 

If any of the 48 strikers named in the 
suits refuse to disclose personal property 
the Sheriff is empowered to arrest him, 
The Connecticut law then holds them 
in jail until they elther disclose holdings 
or furnish a bond covering the amount 
of the possible judgment, or quality 
under the impoverished debtor law. 

Nicholson admitted he thought it was 
somewhat improbable that any of the 
strikers mentioned in the suits could fur- 
nish a bond for $50,000. 

Alleged conspiracy is the basis of all 
four suits. 

Aside from its benefit funds, the union 
has no tangible property in Bridgeport. 
If the manufacturers win, the individual 
strikers will have to pay the costs, un- 
less the American Federation of Labor 
or the international organization comes 
to their aid. 

The situation is almost parallel to that 
of the Danbury hatters, whose homes 
and bank accounts were attached to sat- 
isfy a judgment of $252,000 and costs in 
a Sherman law action brought by Loewe 
& Co. of Danbury. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor has raised practically 
enough money to enable the men to keep 
their homes. 

Most of the 300 or more strikers are 
Hungarians, who, according to the union 
officials, were imported here several 
years ago to break up the molders’ 
union, which was formerly one of the 
strongest locals in the State.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


It does seem strange that the city of St. Louis, 
with her many high-salaried sewer experts, name- 
ly, Clinton H. Fisk, Harvey 8. Owen, Director Tal- 
bert, W. W. Horner and a few more, should de- 
sign and build a sewer costing $8,500,000 and when 
@ real test comes, the whole project proves a fail- 
ure, would blame it on a 14-inch brick bulkhead 

I myself have property in this district which 
has been flooded and caused me much damage, 
while I still have the special tax bills to pay. I 
do not object to paying for something useful 
and which is a success, tut I do object strongly 
to paying for experiments conducted by these so- 
called sewer experts. My damage was small, but 
I certainly can appreciate the damage suffered by 
the railroads and other industries in the Mill 
Creek valley, which have already paid such large 
special tax bills. 

One railroad in particular, in which I am ao- 
quainted with the facts, is the Terminal Railroad, 
which paid about $100,000 in special taxes for their 
share in the new sewer, which would relieve the 
sewers under their baggage subway, thereby pre- 
venting their old nuisance of sewer blowing up 
and flooding the subway; but as usual, when I 
road in your paper Monday of how the subway 
had been flooded with 14 inches of water over the 
baggage platform, ty the same sewers blowing 
up, I took seriously what a complete failure the 
new relief sewer was. 

Clinton H. Fisk says, in explanation, the sewer 
was not built for a cloudburst. I wonder if he 
has ever been ih a real cloudburst? The rain 
which we had Saturday night was certainly not a 
‘loudburet; it was just a very heavy rain. 

In the first place, that sewer should have been 
‘esigned by competent sewer designers, and in the 
veeond place, it should have been bullt by mu- 
‘tcipal bonds, which ts the proper way to handle 
ell such projects. This business of special-tax- 
ing every property owner in a benefit district is 
nonsense. Who can lay out a benefit district? I 
can safely say, no one. It looks like the special 
tax bil has its political advantages, though, be- 
cause it keeps an extra number of clerks busy 
writing special tax bills. The politicians might 
‘ust as well have built the municipal (free) bridge 
by spectal-taxing every property owner in 8t. 
Louls, for they say the city as a whole will be 
be efited, instead of bullding it by bond, as it ts 
now being properly bullt. Doesn't it look just as 
reasonable? 


| + TO THE PLATFORM-MAKERS. 


In the platforms to be adopted by the State po- 
litical conventions appointed for next week, & pos- 
itive, unequivocal platform should be inserted de- 
claring for a constitutional revision. 

The New Constitution Association, meeting at 
Kansas City, has urged this request on all par- 
ties in Missouri this year. It is supported by a 
formidable and rapidly growing body of senti- 
ment. 

A plank on constitutional revision is the para- 
mount plank without which planks on all other 
subjects in which Missourians are especially in- 
terested this year will be practically meaningless. 
What will a pledge on a new taxation system, 
proof against tax dodgers, signify, unless tax re- 
form is to be preceded by new constitutional pro- 
visions and safeguards, or a pledge as to the 
budget principle to insure more painstaking and 
intelligent appropriating, or a pledge as to im- 
provements in our inadequate and defective rural 
school system? 

Without constitutional changes a home rule 
plank will mean no more than past planks on the 
subject. Lacking constitutional revision the short 
ballot is absolutely unobtainable. 

The party which fails to include a declaration 
on revision will disappoint public expectation and 
alienate in some sections and in at least some 
degree support for its candidates for the Legisla- 
ture. This is so evident that its insertion in all 
‘party platforms is to be assumed. 

And witt. the platforms made satisfactory in 
this resps¢, miy not one additional thing be 
hoped for? Won’c the ple¢form-makers kindly aim 
this yee? to make their output so sharp and con- 
cise and crisp as to appeal to, rather than bore, 
the public and omit the piffle and buncombe 
and balderdash with which the conventional plat- 
form is diluted? 

Give us at least 90-proof platforms in 1916.

It seems to be about the same as the old 
scheme, under which machines and bosses 
flourished, except that candidates for delegate 
pay a filing fee of $10 to get on the ballot. The 
familiar type of professional delegate would have 
no difficulty in paying the money. It seems that 
the Aldermen are authorizéd to legislate on the 
subject under the Kinney act, passed to pro- 
mote progress in election reform, not reaction. 

The preferential ballot has already been sub- 
mitted under the initiative and the date of the 
vote on it fixed for next November. The intro- 
duction of the convention bill ought to lend great 
strength to the popular support for the preferen- 
tial system. 
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THH POOKEHY DES PERES. 

Suppose your plumbing ran through your parlor 
and it leaked! 
We have some openwork plumbing running 
through Forest Park with the lid off, as it were, 
and the aroma it gives off has been described by 
a word-monger with a highly developed sense 
of connotative values, as well as a highly-or- 
ganized olefactory sense, as “pookey.” ‘“Pookey” 
fills a long-felt want in describing something 
heretofore indescribable. It requires no Web- 
sterian definition; its meaning will be recognized 
by the many hundreds of thousands of St. Louis- 
ans and tens of thousands of visitors who have 
turned up their noses while driving through beau- 
tiful Forest Park this summer.

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DEFAULTING HUSBANDS. 
“It’s a good week’s work,” said Mrs. Anna Cor- 
bine, speaking of her trailing her absconding hus- 
band from Detroit to St. Louis and causing his ar- 
rest on the charge of wife-abandonment. 
We hope she mizy find it so. Under the Mis- 
souri statutes, wife abandonment (Sec. 4495, Rev. 
Statutes) is punishable by imprisonment for one 
year “or a fine of not Jess than $50 nor more than 
$1000, or by both such fine and imprisonment.” 
In practice, it has been found that this law is 
a dead letter, because what wives want, and what 
the courts would like, is that the husband should 
be compelled to support his wife. Putting him in 
jail does not produce this effect. Fining him does 
not. If he is out of work, a workhouse sentence 
simply compels him to work without profit to 
himself or his wife. All he has to do fs to plead 
poverty or inability to get or keep a job, and he 


goes free. |

back, the State would have no practical way of" 
putting him to work that would produce a cent 


toward the support of his family. 

Cases such as these, occurring almost daily, 
make the suggestion of the Free Legal Aid Bu- 
reau, that the law shall provide for a farm, on 
which defaulting husbands may be put to work, 
their wages, in part, to be applied to the support 
of their families, the best suggestion that has 
been made. The law should follow up a default- 
ing husband and see that he does his duty. 
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It is noted that both parties took care not to

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THE TIRESOME MILE STRIKE. 

Some form of arbitration is reported to be 
under favorable consideration by the dairy com- 
panies to end the strike of their drivers. 

So far as the report indicates a change in the 
attitude of the employers, it is welcome news to 
the town. St. Louis is weary of this struggle. 
It has caused universal inconvenience and in 
many cases actual hardship and suffering. It is 
time to wind up the tiresome dispute under a 
plan that will be fair to both sides. 

A settlement would probably leave undisposed 
of the question as to whether subpenas issued 
by the State Board of Mediation may be disre- 
garded with impunity, though settlement need 
not be delayed’ on that account.

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SOME MILL OREEK SUPPOSITIONS. 

The Mill Creek sewer contract, under the meth- 
od of construction adopted, involved the command 
of a capital, elther in hand or borrowed, of ap- 
proximately $3,000,000. This huge sum was not 
released after the lapse of the years occupied in 
construction work, On completion of the con- 
tract, the money invested comes back only in 
small installments, extending through a term of 
years. 

How many of even the most successful and re- 

liable contractors have such a capital or the means 
of procuring it? How many, even if they could 
command it, could afford to have it tied up for 
so long a period? 
How active, accordingly, was the bidding for 
the work? Obviously but few practical contractors 
could engage in the competition. In the $3,400,000 
at which the contract was let a huge increment 
must have represented excess over the price at 
which the performance of the work might have 
been secured with active, bona fide, competitive 
bidding. The general contractor’s part of the 
task was to finance the work. The subcontrac- 
tors executed the contract. 

Now, with the city financing the work—standing 
in a sense in the place of the general contractor— 
performance of the work might have been secured 
for the gross sum which al the subcontractors re- 
ceived, about $2,400,000. This would have saved 
the taxpayers $1,000,000, but, of course, it is only 
a theoretical estimate which arrives at a prob- 
ably excessive result. The absence of any genu- 
ine competition in the case of many of the 
subcontractors is also to be suspected. Many of 
them made inordinate profits. 

Supposing, with the city financing the improve- 

ment, cutting out from the very start the general 
contractor’s enormous profits, the work had been 
divided into 10 sections and as fast as each sec- 
tion was completed the contractor was given his 
money for it on estimates, less perhaps 10 per cent 
retained until the completion of the entire work, 
to furnish additional indemnity under his bond. 
Under these circumstances any contractor who 
could command $200,000 or even less in his own or 
borrowed money would have been able to become 
a bona fide competitor for the work. The greater 
the number of prospective bidders the greater 
would have been the incentive to do the work 
on a fair margin. It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that with the general contractor’s profit 
eliminated entirely and the subcontractors’ profits 
materially decreased, the cost might have been 
reduced almost half. 
The Mill Creek sewer is the biggest contract 
ever let under the odious special assessment sys- 
tem of the past. The system is no more inequita- 
ble now that it ever has been, but the protests are 
more savage because the burden is greater. The 
man who is soaked $150 in costs denounces its in- 
justice, when if it was only $75 he might pay and 
smile. 
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In fact, Mr. Hughes has not had time since he 
left the bench to read thoroughly enough to 
avoid inaccuracies.

SOCIETY AND PRISONS. 
HOMAS MOTT OSBORNE, who has 
EY aroused the public conscience of 
this country to the ill treatment of 
prisoners, has written another book on 
this important national problem. The 
book is the result of a series of lectures 
delivered before the s#tudents at Yale 
University and ie called “Society an4 
Prisons.” There is a great Géal of valu- 
able information in these lectures. Their 
greatest value, however, is in the at- 
tention the author calls to the humanity 
of the convict and to the inhumanity 
which is meted out to him tn our peni- 
tentiaries. 

The most dramatic thing in the book 
is, of course, the organization and exper. 
ence with the Mutual Welfare League, 
an experiment in self-government of con- 
victs. Osborne shows that these men, 
who had been hounded and treated like 
wild beasts, became real men when 
trusted. It were well that this book 
were placed itn the hands of all who 
handle law breakers. What has been 
done in one prison could be done tn oth- 
ers, or at least It is worth trying. (Yale 
University Press.)

“WITH SERBIA INTO EXILE.” 

MODERN Anabasis, with all the 
A vividness of Xenophon’'s classic, and 

with a far stronger appeal to hu- 
man- emotions, is Fortier Jones’ book, 
“With Servia Into Exile.” 

Jones, a young Texan, a recent student 
in the Pulitzer Schoo! of Journalism at 
Columbia University, was a relief work- 
er with the Servians on their retreat 
last year from the advancing Teutonic 
army. He went with them from the 
Danube to the Adriatic, having particu- 
lar charge of a group of English nurses. 

“The army that cannot die,’ is the 
writer's name for “the thousands of 
shattered heroes who, while two of thers 
stand together, will ever be known as 
the Servian army.”’ He writes indignant- 
ly of the spoken and written detraction 
of the Servian army and the Servian 
people, from both American and British 
sources. ‘‘Filth,” he writes, “is no cri- 
terion by which to judge nations whe 
have faced what the Balkan nations 
have, It is like criticising Miljon for the 
lack of a manicurist.” Elsewhere he 
says: “Whether you believe in 
Servian’s ambitions or not, you instant- 
ly see that he believes in them, worships 
them, dies for them with a gladness that 
takes little account of self or family. 
They may or may not be too extreme 
about this. It is well for Americans, who 
can sit calmly and weigh the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of fighting, no 
matter What is involved, to realize that 
such peoples do exist.” 

He defends the civil population against 
the charges of cupidity and ingratitude, 
saying that, ‘for the smallest acts their 
gratitude overflows all bounds, and as 
for pride, no peasants of Europe ca” 
approach these lowly people in their dis- 
like of dependence. * * * The desire to 
be wéll thought of, to please, to be a 
part of Western culture, to do the thor- 
oughly urbane thing, is one of the most 
striking characteristics of the Servian 
Tt strikes one as being the Instinctive 
reaching out of a people that for cen- 
turies drew their very breath only at 
the pleasure of a terrible oppressor.” 

He pictures these soldiers and thes* 
civilians, starving and freezing in th» 
long retreat through mud, snow and 
sleet. ‘“‘The Balkan cold cannot be over- 
stated,”’ he declares. A woman drag- 
ging three children finds her baby frozen 
to death on her back. An aged couple 
lie down thankfully in a niche protected 
from the wind, and neither ever rises 
again. An old woman, exhausted and 
unable to walk farther, refuses to let a 
strong soldier carry her, because, to do 
so, he must throw his gun and cartridges 
away. These are a few of the tragic por- 
traits. There is a lighter side to the dis- 
tress and destruction, in the sporting 
fashion in which the owners disposed of 
their automobiles when they could take 
them no farther, to keep the pursuing 
Teutons from getting them. The cars 
were run, one by one, at top speed, over 
a high bluff, and the writer boasts of 
the way in which his little car, of a 
familiar make, met her fate. 

Enough has been said, the writer 
thinks, about what America did for Ser- 
via. “America did something, but not 
very much,” he comments. ““‘What she 
did do has been blatantly advertised. If 
anything beside natural conditions 
stopped the typhus in Servia, it is to 
Russian money and Russian workers 
that more credit should go than to any 
other agency.”
